Bogert’s observa­ 
tion that "I used to be — about 
20 yearn ago — but I’m not any­ 
m ore." Beebe’s prejudice charge 
followed Paisley’s query, a f t e r 
Councilman McKinney m ade the 
motion calling for the city attorn­ 
ey to prepare an ordinance for 
R-3 zoning, w tth revisions. T h e 
stipulations included no com m er­ 
cial 
activities 
in the Japanese- 
styled 
apartm ent 
development, 
and a minimum set-back of 35 feet 
from the fairw ay edge. 
Paisley challenged Beebe’s ab­ 
stinence from the vote, asserting 
that "this is vital to all the people 
in this town — no one should ab­ 
stain . . . but should stand up 
and be counted." 
Paisley had bitterly opposed the 
development, term ing R-3 zoning 
—though restricted to the apart­ 
m ent usage 
— 
"tantam ount 
to 
giving a hotel down here." He 
emphasized the action would be 
"breaking faith with the h o t e l 
people.”

Administration 
Forces to Duck 
Early Debates 


W ASHINGTON fUPI) — President K ennedy and D em ­ 
ocratic congressional leaders agreed today to push for consid­ 
eration of his tax revision bill ahead of th e adm inistration’s 
two most controversial proposals — liberalized trade and m ed­ 
ical care for th e elderly. 


The tim etable was discussed at 
a White House breakfast meeting 


a t which K ennedy and the Demo­ 


cratic high com m and in the House 
and Senate discussed strategy for 


the new session of Congress con­ 


vening W ednesday. 


A surprise of the session was 
Kennedy’ announcem ent that he 
will ask Congress for an early in­ 
crease in th e $296 billion debt 
lim it to pnable the T reasury to 
m eet Expenses. 
T he tax bill, aim ed at providing 
incentives for businesses to invest 
in new plants and at the tame 
time plugging some loopholes In 
the lew, will be one of the first 
:drr.iniatration 
m easures 
cleared 
for floor action. 


To Study Welfare 
The House 
Ways and 
Means 
Committee, 
which m ust 
initiate 
four m ajor p arts of K ennedy's 
program including trade and m ed­ 
ical care, then will turn its atten­ 
tion to improvem ents in existing 
w elfare program s for the needy. 
Rep. Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., Ways 
and Means chairm an, told Ken­ 
nedy it would be im practical to 
hold 
simultaneous 
House-Senate 
hearings on 
the big 
legislative 
items. 
Chairman H arry F . 
Byrd, D- 
Va.. of the Senat Finance Commit­ 
tee. concurred in this. The idea 
for 
simultaneous 
hearings 
had 
been advanced by Senate Demo­ 
cratic 
Leader 
Mike 
M ansfield, 
Mont. 


Byrd, it was said, told Kennedy 
he was opposed to the adm inis­ 
tration plan to finance the m edi­ 
cal bill under the social security 
system . But he assured the P resi­ 
dent he would not try to delay 
action. 


T here was variance in reports 
as to the exact order of House 
consideration of m ajor m easures. 
While one m em ber described the 
debt ceiling request as a "possi­ 
bility,” others said it w as p re­ 
sented by the adm inistration as 
an immediate need. 


T h ; current debt ceiling of $298 
billion will rev ert to $285 billion 
Ju ly 1. 1962. The adm inistration 
now expects a deficit of alm ost 
$7 billion, and Byrd thinks it will 
go to $8 or $10 billion.

—the normal rise for Decem ber. 
A key economic indicator—the 
seasonally adjusted ra te of unem­ 


ployment — would fall if the job­ 
less rise was sm aller than usual. 
The rate stood at 6.1 per cent 
in November after a significant 
drop of .5 from the O ctober read­ 
ing. 
The shortage of jobs has been 
a persistent problem during P res­ 
ident Kennedy’s first y e ar in of­ 
fice. He entered the W hite House 
w ith unemployment estim ated at 
5,385 000 
in 
m id-January. 
The 
next month it hit a postw ar peak 
—5.7 million — before gradually 
declining to 3.9 million in Octo­ 
b er.

legal battle between that state 
and California drawing toward a 
close in the Supreme Court. 
Northcutt Ely. special assistant 
attorney general for California, 
wound up his opening arguments 
but said he would reserve time 
for a final argument. 
Ely and California Atty. Gen. 
Stanlev Mosk Monday opened an 
unprecedented 18-hour oral argu­ 
ment over a proposed court de­ 
cree to settle a feud over the 
division of Colorado River water. 
On that decision may hinge the 
fate of Arizona's Central Arizona 
Project 
and California's 
Metro­ 
politan 
Water 
District, 
which 
serves about 90 cities. 
. 
The proposed decree is in the 
form of a report by New York 
attorney Simon H Rifkind which 
provides fur the allocation of 7.5 
million acre-feet of water in the 
Colorado mainstream. 


California's Arguments 
The proposal. which would al­ 
locate 4.4 
million 
acre-feet 
to 
California, w as termed unrealis­ 
tic by Ely. who said it was based 
on “a wholly unsound premise." 
Ely contended that the 7.5 mil­ 
lion acre-feet seen by Rifkind as 


available for the lower basin of 
the Colorado River would not be 
available as new projects were 
built In the Upper Colorado Basin 
north of the Arizona-Utah border. 
He said the Rifkind formula pro­ 
vided a “ built-in shortage" which 
would reduce C alifornia's share to 
only 3.8 m illion acre-feet. 
Under California laws, based on 
the traditional w estern concept of 
priority to the first users of w a­ 
ter. California's Palo Verde and 
Imperial irrigation districts would 


have priority over the MWD. Ely 
said. 
As a result, he said, the MWD | 
w ouid go without water because 
the upper basin slates would in­ 
sist on enforcement of the Colo-' 
rado compact of 1932. 
The compact seeks to assure j 
both the upper and lower basins; 
of an equitable share of Colorado 
River water.

WASHINGTON (UP1) - The 
Association oí American Railroads 
said today the industry’s net earn­ 
ings declined in 1961 for the sixth 
consecutive year and made con­ 
gressional action a must this year. 
Daniel P. Loomis, association 
president, told the 16th a n n u a l 
Railroad Management Institute of 
American University here that the 
industry “ is in a situation serious 
enough to curl >our hair.” 
At a time when the nation's gen­ 
eral economic activity was the besi 
ever, Loomis said, it was dismal 
for the railroads. He said net 
earnings fell from a "m odest” 4.2 
per cent in 1955 to about 2 per 
cent in 1961 
He called for the setting of fees 
for commercial use of tax-built 
facilities, an end to discrim ina­ 
tion in state and local property 
taxes and other legislative moves 
to restore health to the railroads 


Economically, the territory is

WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
Soviet Union didn't make much 
progress toward surpassing or 
even equaling U.S. farm produc­ 
tion in the 1961-62 crop year, 
according to the Foreign Agricul­ 
tural Service. 
With only a slight increase in 
production, 1961-62 was a disap­ 
pointing year, particularly In light 
of the high goals of the Soviet’s 
seven-year plan. 1959-65. 
The 1961-62 crop was slightly 
larger than those of the two pre­ 
vious years, and s o m e w h a t 
smaller than the record output in 
1958-59. Even if the crop had been 
record-matching, it still w o u l d 
have been smaller than the output 
of American agriculture. 
FAS said shortages of milk and 
of meat in the Soviet Union were 
characteristic of the food situation 
during 1961. It said unfavorable 
weather conditions continued to 
be a serious limiting factor in 
Russia's agricultural production, 
aggravating the shortcomings of 
the collective farm system. 
The total crop area in the Soviet 
Union increased to 304 million 
acres in 1961 from about 502 
million acres in I960 This is In 
contrast to 1960 when the total area 


under crops increased by more 
than 16 million acres over th e 
previous year. 
Soviet agriculture suffered from 
a serious, prolonged drought in 


many of the eastern "new lands" 
regions last spring. A s u m m e r 
drought occurred in the Southern 
and Southeastern regions of Euro­ 
pean U-S.S.R.

The Morning Newspaper Situation 


Last week there were four 
metropolitan newspapers in Los 
Angeles, representing two inter­ 
ests; this week there are two. 
The Hearst interests have 
eliminated their morning news­ 
paper, the Exam iner. The Chan­ 
dler interests have eliminated their 
afternoon newspaper, the Mirror. 
Thus the other major Chandler 
newspaper, the Times, in effect 
pre-empts the morning newspaper 
field in metropolitan Los Angeles. 
The other Hearst newspaper, the 
H erald-Express, in effect pre-empts 
the afternoon field in the city. 
The timing of these two con­ 
solidations. the fact that thev leave 
both the Times and the Herald- 
Express free of local metropolitan 
competition in their respective 
operational time spheres, makes 
it clear that something more than 
coincidence was involved, and the 
U.S. Justice Department, Federal 
anti-trust laws in mind, has al­ 
ready announced an interest in 
what is transpiring. 
Each of the two newspaper in­ 
terests involved can point to the 
fact that it is liquidating a losing 
proposition. They can note also 
that despite record high circula­ 
tion figures in the country, the na­ 
tional trend is toward fewer and 
fewer metropolitan newspapers. .. 
(Indeed, Hearst newspapers 


have been prominent in such con­ 
solidations and absorptions and 
Ujeir number has decreased sub­ 
stantially in recent years.) 
The economic crunch — the 
failure of income to keep ahead of 
mounting expenses — has been 
felt by most newspapers, has 
brought down some and will de­ 
stroy more. 
It is significant that the only 
new metropolitan newspaper start­ 
ed since World War II was the Los 
A ngeles Mirror and despite the 
heavy financing it had. it failed. 
But several metropolitans, during 
the same period, have either 
merged or simply gone under. 
Part of the reason for this is 
the progress made by sizable, but 
still relatively smaller, newspapers 
publishing in the shadow of the 
metropolitan giants. Where they 
have proved their ability to offer 
the world and national news and 
features comparable to those of­ 
fered by a metropolitan daily, 
plus local coverage, they have 
made things hard on the metro­ 
politans. 
. 
Competition is healthy, every­ 
one agrees; yet competition itself 
can kill. 
Good journalism argues for 
more, better newspapers, more 
choice for the public. 
The economic facts of life have 


a way sometimes of rendering aca­ 
demic this particular facet of good 
journalism. That this is so is both 
sad and wrong; it happens also to 
be itself a fact of life. And while it 
has been lamented, deplored and 
analyzed all to pieces, no one has 
yet suggested a feasible way to 
change it! 
To return specifically to the 
Los Angeles situation, it has quite 
obviously been decided by the 
Chandler and Hearst interests that 
it is to their mutual financial ad­ 
vantage for each to publish one 
financially successful newspaper 
without direct competition, than *o 
publish one financially successful 
paper and one money-loser and 
afford and accept direct com­ 
petition. .. 
Whatever the merits or de­ 
merits of the two newspapers elimi­ 
nated i we admit to prejudice in 
evaluating them), they w ere news­ 
papers. .. 


We. too, have lost. We have 
lost some competition. We make 
no bones of the fact that we will 
make every proper effort to con­ 
vince old Exam iner and M irror 
readers in our circulation area who 
may not have been taking our 
newspapers also, that they should 
now give us a try. This also is part 
of competition. 


We are aware, as are our read­ 
ers, that The Press is the only 
afternoon newspaper published 
daily in Riverside, that The Daily 
Enterprise is the only morning 
newspaper published in the whole 
of the county and the only 
newspaper published in the county 
that has a county-wide circula­ 
tion and, finally, that in com­ 
bination, the P ress-E nterprise n 
the only Sunday newspaper pub­ 
lished in Riverside County. We en­ 
joy a position which offers ad­ 
vantages and imposes responsibili­ 
ties. 
We are not without competi­ 
tion. of course. There are the two 
Los Angeles newspapers which cir­ 
culate in this county, the national 
new spapers here and coming, after­ 
noon dailies published in various 
other cities of the county, the week­ 
lies, several radio stations and even 
Los Angeles TV. 
Nonetheless, we are aware that 
in our cited circumstances, with 
our comments on the diminution 
of direct competition in I-os An­ 
geles metropolitan journalism and 
the apparent way in which the pie 
has been divided up simply in the 
most profitable way, we run the 
nsk of appearing hypocritical. 
But as we have said, and eventj 
bear out this is a risky business.

Many editorials on Commun­ 
ism and how to fight it have 
been written, but probably none 
any better than is found in the 
words of J. Edgar Hoover, direc­ 
tor of the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation, in his testimony be­ 
fore a Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee subcommittee investigating 
administration of internal secu­ 
rity laws: . . . 
"Because Communism thrives 
on turmoil, the party is con­ 
tinuously attempting to exploit 
all grievances — real or imagin­ 
ed — for its own tactical pur­ 
poses, It is, therefore, almost 
inevitable that, on many issues, 
the party line will coincide with 
the position of many non-Com­ 
munists. The danger of indis­ 
criminately alleging that some­ 
one is a Communist merely be­ 
cause his views on a particular 
subject happen to parallel the 
official party position is obvious. 
Tlie confusion which is thereby 
created helps the Communists 
by diffusing the forces of their 
opponents. 
"Unfortunately, t h e r e are 
those who make the very mis­ 
take the Communists are so 
careful to avoid. These individ­ 
uals concentrate on the negative 
instead of the positive. They are 
merely 
against 
Communism 
without being for any positive 
measures to eliminate the soc- 
cial. political and economic fric­

(Turlock, Calif., Journal) 
A better day may be dawning 
for many a school child w ho 
makes average grades, has an 
average I.Q. and is inclined to 
daydream or be bored. He may 
have creative abilities which, if 
recognized and developed, could 
be of great value to society. 
The big emphasis now is on 
intelligence tests. The student 
who rates high here usually gets 
top grades and is singled out for 
scholarships and special atten­ 
tion. But his inattentive class­ 
mate. who sometimes incurs the 
displeasure of his teacher and 
the ridicule of other pupils with 
seemingly irrelevant questions 
and rebellion at the status quo, 
msy be somewhat neglected. 
Dr. E. Paul Torrance, psycho­ 
logist at the University of Min­ 
nesota. and his staff conducted 
creativity tests among 120 mid­ 
dle-class fifth graders — with as­ 
tonishing results. The two high­ 
est creativity scorers among the 
top ten had the lowest I.Q.s and 
their academic ratings we r e 
mediocre. They probably would 
be kept out of most "good” col­ 
leges. 
But they should not be. if ten­ 
tative conclusions based on these 
tests are substantiated. If crea­ 
te > thinkers can be identified 
and given educational induce­ 
ments, the rewards to the school 
system and the country will be 
abundant. For our very survival 
we can ill afford to submerge 
creative thought.
